No shelter, food or 


drink will be left for the invaders, nor will anything of value 
that can be destroyed remain as a reward of the conquest. 
Fire and the sword wi'.l do the worst, to be followed by the 
use of the assassin's retort, poison. 
American commanders 


have been cautioned to beware of poison in the water of the 
region in which the army is operating.
